Further Trouble in Venezuela. — Affairs in 
Venezuela, where, it will be remembered, Great Britain 
is pledged to concerted action with Germany in regard to 
claims for compensation preferred against the local Govern- 
ment, have again assumed a threatening and serious aspect.

The Peasenhall Mystery.—At the second trial of 
William Gardiner, thirty-six, carpenter, of Peasenhall, in 
the county of Suffolk, for the murder of Rose Harsent, 
domestic servant, in the same village on the night of 
May 31 last, which concluded late on Saturday night, the 
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jury, after a lengthy consideration, were again unable te 
agree as to their verdict, and were accordingly discharged 
by Mr. Justice Lawrance. Gardiner, it is understood, will 
be tried for the third and last time next June. One of the 
most remarkable. features in what bids fuir to go down 
in history as perhaps the most sensational criminal trial 
of modern times was the production in court of no less than 
three anonymous letters purporting to have been written b 
а person or persons who committed the crime and too! 
that means of testifying to the innocence of the man on 
trial for his life, Gardiner himself and his wife gave 
evidence for the defeuce, which practically repeated the 
story of their whereabouts as related at the last trial, and, 
if accepted, amounted to an alibi at the.time the murder 
must have been. trated. Mr. E. E. Wild, who has so 
ably defended the accused man, made a great impression 
by his skilful handling of the admitted facts which bear in 
his client's favour; and Mr. Dickens, K.C., who conducted 
the prosecution, also won golden opinions by his delicate 
handling in eross-examination of Mrs. Gardiner, wife of 
the prisoner.

Colney Hatch Disaster.—One of the most appalling 
fire catastrophes ever recorded in this country happened on 
Tuesday of this week at Colney Hatch Asylum, seven miles 
north of London. Over fifty deaths оссигтей, in almost ай 
eases the unfortunate inmates being burned or suffocated 
in their beds before an alarm could be raised or assistance 
obtained. The fire broke out early in the morning in the 
heating apparatus of a temporary building used as a dormi- 
tory in which 320 female patients and a few attendants 
slept. The building was of wood, and so rapidly did the 
flames spread that in a brief space the whole place was a 
mass of flames. It is officially stated that all the male 
patients in the asylum are safe, and that fifty-two females 
are missing, The friends of those who are feared to have 
perished have been communicated with. 


Mother's Heroic Deed.—From Melton Mowbray 
comes a thrilling story of heroism on the part of a 
mother and her two little daughters. On the banks 
of the river Eye, near the village of Sysonby, stands 
the farmhouse of Mr. Summerfield. When the recent 
thaw had rendered the ice on the river very rotten, two 
of Mr. Summerfleld's sons, named Sydney, aged eight, 
and Albert, aged six, attempted to walk across the 
frozen surface of the river.

Alarmed by 
her screams, Mrs. Summerfield, accompanied by her eldest

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light was seen, and early the next morning the girl's father 
on taking her some linen found the dead body of his 
daughter lying in a nude condition on the kitchen floor 
of Providence House. Still earlier in the morning of 
June 1, when the storm which had raged overnight 
had cleared, а gamekeeper named Morris had noticed 
footmarks leading from Gardiner’s house to where the girl 
lived, and these marks corresponded with a pair of india- 
rubber shoes admittedly belonging to the prisoner, The 
handwriting of the letter of assignation was a most vital 

oint, and it was the contention of the Crown that it was 
in all essentials similar to admitted specimens of Gardiner's 
penmanship. As to the motive, there had been a scandal 
in which the names of the prisoner and the deceased had 
been coupled, and it was sugzested by the prosecution that 
the man in the dock was the father of Rose Harsent's 
unborn child. On the other band, witnesses came forward 
to testify that Gardiner, who was superintendent of the 
Bunday school at which the deceased girl was a chorister, 
Wash man in whose virtue and integrity they still retained 
every confidences’ Unless the Crown applies for a change 
of venue, Gardiner's next trial will take place at Bury 
86. Edmunds. 


The Leyton Murders.—A somewhat curious sequel 
to the police-court proceedings, in which Edgar ** Edwards,” 
or Owen, is charged with the murder of Mr. and Mrs, 
Darby and their infant child at Camberwell, has come to 
light. At the last hearing, Mrs. Baldwin, a sister of the 
murdered man, was in court, and recognised upon one of 
the witnesses a brown Melton overcoat which was formerly 
the property of her brother. Interrogated by the detec- 
tives, the witness declared the coat was given to him by 
“ Edwards," whereupon the garment was “commandeered " 
for the Crown and a second-hand coat purchased as a 
substitute. Since his arrest, “ Edwards” has suffered 
from blood-poisoning, the result of a wound on his left 
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daughter Alice, aged fourteen, ran to the river-bank and, 
joining hands, attempted to walk across the ice to the two 
lame They were within a yard of Sydney when the ice 
broke, and mother and daughters were soon struggling in 
the water. With marvellous self-possession Mrs. Summer- 
field caught hold of Sydney, and, after a terrible strug 
succeeded in scrambling to land with the two girls. 
Albert was then seen lying on а slab of ice in mid-stream, 
and Alice rushed off fora piece of rope. This the plucky 
girl tied round her body, and plunged into the ice-cold 
water to her little brother's rescue. Twice as the 
distracted mother dragged her two children to land the 
ice on which she stood broke under her; but, happily, her 
efforts were at last crowned with success, and, more dead 
than-alive, the whole party got back safely. For hours 
the life of Albert was despaired of, but ultimately the 
restoratives administered had the desired effect, and he 
as well as his brother was pronounced out of danger. 


Fight in a Railway-Station.—The carters at 
Strabane have a quarrel with certain railway porters 
who impede their passage over premises on the Great 
Northern Railway on the way to Donegal. Last week 
the porters endeavoured to prevent the carmen from 
entering the station, but the latter forced their way on to 
the platform, where for a quarter of an hour a fierce 
struggle raged. Some of the combatants rolled on to the 
line, but were fortunately pulled off just before an express 
train dashed through. Many ladies were on the platform 
at the time, their sereams as the train approached being 
described as heartrending. 


Dropped to Death,—A terrible accident, resulting in 
the death of two men and serious injury to three others, is 
reported from Rhondda Valley. At the Glamorgan Coal 
Company's No.2 Pit, which is 500 ft. deep, the cage waa 
descending with fifty men in it. When about half-way 
down, the cage struck the shatt, with the result that the 
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roof was knocked in, and the fabric tilted. William 
prestwood and Enoch Davies were erked over the side 
of the cage and fell to the bottom of shaft, being killed 
instantly. Of the three men injured by the cage в the 
side of the shaft, one фо ко tightly to the rail that when 
u timately the cage was righted and sent to the bottom, his 
grasp had to.be loosened by force. It was then found that 
both his legs were broken ; and of the othérs, one man 
sustained « broken leg the other а fractured thigh.

Epitemic of Fires.—Last week-end was signalised 
by a number of outbreaks of fire in which many exciting 
escapes Were Witnessed. The drapery premises of Messrs, 
Todd and Co., Armagh, were burnt out, after eleven wr = 
hud sustained damage to the extent of £100,000, the 
oceupants only escaping from their beds in the scantiest of 
clothing. One of the assistants, finding his retreat cut off, 
mide his way to the roof and managed to get down by a 
ladder, while ut an adjoining store thirty girls were rescued 
with the utmost difficulty and ran screaming through the 
streets in their night attire. ‘The ancient and historic 
Cathedral was at one time in great danger, but fortunately 
the Belfast brigade, which had been sent a distance of 
forty miles by special train, arrived in time to supplement 
the efforts of the local men.—Exciting rescues were effected 
at а eonfectioner’s shop in the Mile End Road which took 
fire on Sunday. The inhabitants of the burning building 
got on to the roofof an adjoining house, and were about 
to throw themselves into the street, when some neigh- 
bours succeeded in flinging them a rope, by means of 
which they were lowered. Опе man named Schultz 
fell through a skylight and was seriously injured, the 
others, however, escaping with nothing worse than a fright 
and the loss of their property.—A little girl named 
Alice Heley, daughter of a labourer residing at Seymour 
Street, Euston Road, London, threw some paper on the 
grate, with the result that her own clothing and that of her 
little brother caught fire. Both children were badly burnt, 
the girl dying soon after her admission to the hospital.— 
£20,000 damage was caused at Totnes by a fire which 
broke out on the premises of Messrs. Hayman and Sons, 
drapers, in High Street. The premises were gutted.—The 
two-storey building oceupied by the Castlebank Laundry, 
Anniesland, near Glasgow, was burnt out on Saturday, the 
damage being estimated at £ 10,000.—Much damage was done 
to the extensive cabinet works of Mr. J. Lupton, Victoria, 
Bridge, Leeds, by а fire which raged on Sunday.

Cut Clover and Bone. 

Clover hay is suitable to mix with soft food for laying 
hens.
